Wilson immediately. There were re- 
ports that a settlement of the 
con- 


troversy was in sight. 


Hale Holden, of the 
Burlington, 


Daniel Willard of the Baltimore & 
Ohio and R. S. Lovett, of the Union 
Pacific, the 
sub-committee 
which 


has been dealing with the president 
for the last two days arrived at the 
White House 
shortly 
before one 


o'clock and refused 
to 
make any 


statement before seeing the 
presi- 
dent. 


After the conference it was said 


the outlook was "more hopeful 
if 


anything." 


The president sent for the execu- 


tives to acquaint them with the prog- 
ress being made by him in dealing 
with the problems suggested at pre- 
vious conferences. 


Commissioner Chambers, of 
the 


federal board of mediation, held an 
early morning conference with Presi 
dent Wilson and then met the repre 
sentatives of the railroad employes. 
It was reported that he carried some 
proposals made to President Wilson 
by a sub-committee of the railroad 
executives last night. 


Walker D. Hmes, chairman of the 


executives committee of 
the Santa 


iFe issued a statement today attack- 
ing President 
Wilson's 
plan 
and 


characterizing it as preposterous. He 
declared the president apparently had 
made up his mind without a hearing 
as to the concessions he will force 
the employers to give to 
buy oft 


tabor from its illegal course. 


Courses which might be taken b> 


congress affecting directly the pres- 
ent railway situation, it was pointed 
out are these- 


Direct the 
interstate 
commerce 


commission by resolution to investi- 
gate the entire subject of the rela- 
tions between railroads and their em- 
ployees. 


Pass the pending bill to increase 


the commission's membership from 
seven to nine m anticipation of addi- 
tional duties to be imposed. 


Enact a measure compelling arbi- 


tration of future disputes similar to 
that pending. 


Establish the eight-hour day prin- 


ciple by legislation. 


Pass measures clearing the 
wa\ 


for government ownership of 
rail- 


roads. 


The first two proposals were re- 


ceiving most serious consideration, it 
was said. 


Statements given out by the rail- 


road presidents showed no relaxa- 
tion in their opposition to the eight- 
hour principle, and there was no di- 
rect indication of when they might 
give a tifl&l answer to President Wil- 
son. 
Many telegrams from indus- 


trial and commercial interests pro- 
testing against granting the eight- 
hour day were displayed by the rail- 
way heads. 


Administration officials 
expected 


a final answer from the railroad ex- 
ecutives today or tomorrow. 
Presi- 


dent Wilson made no 
engagements 


in anticipation of receiving the exec- 
utives. 
While no definite informa- 


tion was forthcomng, administration 
officials expressed optimism over the 
outlook. 


The executives had a meeting to 


hear the sub-committees report of 
the last conference last night with 
the president. The men also held a 
meeting. 


After continued conferences today 


between President Wilson and 
the 


select committee of railroad execu- 
tives, the situation surrounding the 
threatened strike was described as 
having narrowed down to the follow- 
ing: 


The railroad presidents, at least 


the select committee of eight, are 
willing to accept the eight-hour day 
insisted upon by President 
Wilson 


and the trainmen. 


In return they ask that they be as- 


sured a» fully as possible that all 
proper support be given and proper 
means be used to assure 
them 
a 


freight rate increase from the inter- 
state commerce commission. 


The yask also that congress create 


a permanent board or 
commission 


similar to the consideration commit- 
tee, to handle future labor difficul- 
ties. A commission of this character 
would be empowered to investigate 
when labor troubles threaten and no 
strike could be called or strike vote 
taken pending its investigation, a full 
report of whirh would be made pub- 
lic at its conclusion. 


At the end of the investigation ar- 


bitration would be suggested but If 
not accepted, opportunity would be 
given to the men to take a strike 
vote. The balloting would he secret.

verse to having the men accept them 
It is expected, however, that a vote 
of the 640 labor representatives here 
must be taken before then can re- 
ceive the necessary endorsement.

furnish amusements on days when 
an outdoor one is impossible and it 
is not as disastrous as it sounds. Put 
all the furniture in the corners of 
the room. Then take a quantity of 
old newspapers and let the children 
crusfc them into huge balls- 
Have 


them divide into sides. Place them 
on each side and let the bombard- 
ment begin. Tne Side which sends 
the larger number of balls to the 
other side in a given length of time 
wins. 
A paper railroad is a quieter form 


of amuseroent. The children cut the 
iwper into strips about half an inch 
wide; then these strips are laid on 
the floor, end to end, and held 
in 
place by pins stuck lengthwise into 
the carpet. Single or double tracks 
can be laid, switches can be made, 
sidetracks, mountain tracks running 
over books and hassocks, and little 
paper houses can be "built" for sta* 
tious. Groups of these placed at in 
tervale along the railroad, may be the 
clti«!» and villages. The trains can 
be pasteboard boxes 
and 
spool

paper dolls.

, be shade at least In the heat ot the 
! day. 


Dense and complete shade is to be 


avoided. Air and sunshine in modera- 
tion arc Important factors in the 
growth and thrift of stock. 


Natural shade Is desirable, and fruit 


trees are particularly good, since they 
give shelter as well as crops' that can 
bp sold at a profit. 


Evergreen trees planted in hedges 


for windbreaks for winter also fur- 
nish a dense shade In summer. 


Shade can be furnished artificially In 


different sections of the yard by using 
branches of trees cut in full foliage or 
bjr driving three foot stakes In tbe 
ground and covering them with a can- 
opy of bnrlap, or b.v erecting frames 
made of wire netting or laths covered 
with hay or straw. 


Probably at no Unio is the hot sun 


more dangerous to fowls than during 
molting; season. 


Xot only must there he partial shade 


in the runs or range, but the houses 
must be so constructed that the air can 
pass through and that the hot roofs 
can be more or less cooled by proper 
ventilation.
